The Elba Board of 
Education met Tuesday 
morning, July 11, for a spe- 
cial called meeting, and the 
main order of business was 
to make two new hires for 
the upcoming school year. 

Superintendent Chris 
Moseley asked the board to 
approve the hire of Ashley 
Brunson as the new Elba 
High School counselor. He 
said Brunson, an Elba alum, 
had worked outside of edu- 
cation prior to her interest 
in this job.

For 
one who believes in the 
inspiration of the Bible, it 
naturally follows that the 
Bible is the authority for 
living. To claim that the 
Bible is inspired by God 
yet reject its authority for 
daily living is a contradic- 
tion.

competitions. 

“They are already plan- 
ning and plotting for next 
year,” Morgan said. “There 
is a lot of time and prepara- 
tions that to into these com- 
petitions.” 

Adalyn O’Neal competed 
this year in Say Yes to FCS
